Oklahoma, Ok., Feb. 3.—By author­ 
ity of a resolution passed by both 
houses of the Oklahoma legislature 
today, the state will defend precinct 
election officers arrested on federal 
court indictments or warrants for en­ 
forcing the grandfather clause of the 
state constitution in 
the 
general 
election last November. It empowers 
the governor, without regard to the 
office of attorney general, to name 
special attorneys to conduct the de­ 
fense and pledges the members to 
vote for an appropriation to cover 
the expenses. Two inspectors of Lo­ 
gan county and two in Kingfisher 
county, have been arrested. 
In each house the resolution pass­ 
ed by a party vote, in which repub­ 
licans made up the opposition. There 
was no debate in the house, but in 
the Senate 
Senator 
Brow’nelee 
of 
Kingfisher county objected to con­ 
sideration of the resolution then be­ 
ing presented under suspension of 
the rules. »He classed it as an un­ 
heard of and extraordinary proceed­ 
ing, and a reflection upon both the 
federal courts in Oklahoma and the 
citizens who composed the Grand 
juries. In Kingfisher county, he said 
the two inspectors were indicted for 
violating the state as well as the 
federal laws. Negroes of one ’ town­ 
ship, he said, appeared at the polls 
on election day ready to stand tihe 
educational test and the inspectors 
refused to permit them to enter. The 
state, by such a resolution, Senator 
Brownlee thought, would be adver­ 
tised as appropriating money to de­ 
fend people charged in the federal 
courts with the commission of crime. 
Senator Roddie, 
democratic 
cau­ 
cus Chairman, who presented the res­ 
olution, replying to the senator said 
that Che grandfather provision w'as 
not a party proposition law, but a 
law of the state and that federal 
indictments 
should 
have 
been 
brought by a 
grand 
jury 
against 
state officers for enforcing a state 
law. He denied that the election in­ 
spectors violated a state statute in 
enforcing rules and regulations gov­ 


erning genera! or primary elections. 
The senator charged that a federal 
district attorney in Oklahoma prior 
to the general election openly ad­ 
vised the people to violate the state 
law. 


Passes by 26 to IO. 
The resolution passed by a vote of 
26 to IO, but not until Senator Pot­ 
ter, repu-hlican of Okmulgee, criticis­ 
ed the policy of appropriating pub­ 
lic money for special attorneys while 
there was an Attorney General hold­ 
ing office. He said that it was about 
time the legislature began recogniz­ 
ing that the Attorney General was 
the law officer of the state. A mo­ 
tion in line with his remarks was de­ 
feated. 
The House also passed the reso­ 
lution by Mr. Clark of Atoka, Mr. 
Crawford and Mr. Durant, authoriz­ 
ing appointment of a joint legislative 
committee 
to 
investigate 
charges 
made against the federal judges in 
connection 
w‘th 
the 
grandfather 
cases and if found to be true that 
the same be laid before congress. 
The bill creating offices of District 
Attorney was completed in the house 
in cfcmmittee of the whole. Amend­ 
ments by Mr. Maxey and Mr. Carson 
were adopted that make the new of­ 
ficial the ranking public legal rep-

resentative in a given district, with 
instructions to appear in all courts 
for Che state 
and the county, save 
in municipal courts, and county at­ 
torneys are made their assistants in 
the counties for which the latter are 
elected. The office of district attor­ 
ney, however, does not begin until 
1913, but they shall be chosen at the 
general election of 1912. A qualifica­ 
tion is that they shall have had at 
least five years’ experience as -prac­ 
ticing attorneys, and the salary was 
left at $3,000 a year. 
An amendment by Mr. Cornell and 
Mr. Teehee that District Attorneys 
receive traveling expenses and $2 per 
day for hotel fare while out of their 
home counties was defeated.

On last night, Dr. C. L. Pickett. 
I who for several years has been a 
| missionary in Laoag, Philippine Is- 
, lands, and is now borne on his fur­ 
lough,,’ by means 
of 
stereoscopic 
views and moving pictures, present­ 
ed the missionary work in foreign 
fields most vividly to one of the 
largest congregations that has ever 
been able to pack into the Chris­ 
tian church. 
The facts verified by Dr. Pickett 
are these; that Asiatics who have 
been converted in a measure to the 
Roman Catholic religion need a bet­ 
ter conception of Christianity, that 
the gospel must the carried to those 
who have carried to. those who have 


not heard it; and that where Chris­ 
tianity is not found 
in the 
world 
there civilization is found wanting 
and the social conditions the most 
wretched. 
Starting at Manila, Dr. Pickett con­ 
ducted his audience to the missionary 
fields in the Philippine Islands, Asia 
and Africa where 
all 
along 
the 
route, could be seen the * work in 
progress, the conditions that con­ 
front the Christian workers, with 
now and then a glimpse of the glor­ 
ious triumph which will be the re­ 
ward of the faithful. 
At 'Manila there have been 5000 
converts with the past eight years, 
1000 in the last year. In the Philip­ 
pines were seen the negritos, the 
Head-hunters in their native state. 
Contrasted with these were shown th 
intellectual looking men and women 
who had been transformed from sav­ 
agery by the power of the gospel. 


The story of the journey through 
the foreign land would be too long 
were we to give it In detail. Suffice 
it to say where Christianity had been 


planted, idolatry, 
self-tortue 
were 
fast waning, while schools had been 
built to enlighten the land, human 
misery had been lessened, social con­ 
ditions had improved. 
Where Christianity had preceded, 
the plate followed and a market for 
the products of the civilized world 
opened.

A letter came to the board to­ 
day announcing existence of a chol­ 
era epidemic in (Nowata county, and 
unless vaccine is procured the dis­ 
ease threatens to wipe out the pork 
production of that county. Last ses­ 
sion the legislature appropriated $2,- 


000 lor the work, but this session a 
bill has been offered increasing the 
amount to $6,000. 
In 1910 the board was unable to 
furnish vaccine to more than 25 per 
cent of the farmers applying.

vaccine is a prevention, not a cure,
